Nuinl)or Two was conscripted, got ua 
fur OS Halifax, whryp ho broke l)ls 
ankle in a football raatcli. nnd on dis- 
oharffc received one 'year's tuition and 
expenses. 

Number Three was a minor, who got ! 
OS far as England, and Is now recclvhiK 
what Is denied to the student who 
Bor\'e<l four yeiirs in Franco. Number 
Four, when he relurnod, decided to stop j 
his college career, and went farmln*-. 
Incidentally, he received tfi.OOO to touy a 
tarm nnd $3,000 for stock. 

This eltuntlon, said Dr. . MiicJMlliin, j 
arose from igiiornnoe of the true alat.î 
of affairs. When he approached se ■- 
oral Influential men, they stated that 
they had no knowledgp of iuch nesloct 
«a lllUirtralod by his four pam^lOKli.l 
exatnpkM. H\irthorrmorc, every infl , - 
ont/lnl man whom he had quooUoncd 
exeressed his approval oC-ajding st.ii- 
doats'tirhen confrpated by the U-ue 
facta of tho nogloot shown to tho future 
thinking men of Canada. 

Profeaaor Tn'.t mode a few remarks 
In which he stated that the Q.\V.V..\. 
had always approved aid to soldtcr- 
atodonts. In fact, education was one 
of the «trongost Ideals of the onfaniiiu- 
tlon. Ho pralBO»! tho work of the 
O.W.V.A. in re-establlshmont.

He also stated that cynicism was 
much too prevalent a disease among 
the students, and could best be cured 
by a dose of salts and a walk arb'uhd 
(ho .moun(ain. Now-lo '-bdigia^'with, 
neither agnosticism nor any'otHër (sm 
either of a roligious or ot a non- '<'c- 
Itglaus character has anything what- 
ever to do with tho scientific study of 
the life of Jesus the man. And se- 
condly, -bis words could bo nothing 
less Jth^ym insult to anyone holding 
oplnl^*o3r?*a slightly more liberal 
character than his o\sn. lie declared 
this to be a challenge to all free- 
thinkers, yet in the next breath he 
stated that anyone taking up this 
course of study must entirely oleoir 
his, mind of prc-conceived Ideas, in 
that case men of his way Of tbinkliis 
would prove Just as undeMràblë - as; 
the roost hide-bound of atheists. Is 
this courso ot Bible Study to consist 
of the logical discussion of the life of 
a great man; and a great philbsopheir, 
or Is it tO' be a University Sunday 
school governed by ortbodox -of the.- 
narrowest type? X ' 

I do not wish Io start a fetlgious 
discuaaion. A man's relfgious' opin- 
ions are aobody: else's biistaees'. ' Nor 
do I wish to oensiu-e any of the very 
admirable men in charge of the dif- 
ferent groups. I only wish to deplore 
the, very lib-considered remarks of the 
chairman. It is, to be hoped that 
these Bible Study Groups will prove 
of; real interest to many.

Belsbevlaqi was tbe tubject of dis- 
cosBlon at the recent regular ineeting 
of tbe Historical Club. Many aspects 
of this subject were touched upon by 
the different speakers Md'rmany 
poinu were explained in the papers. 
' The following paper by & Murray 
waa then read . and, enthusiastically 
recelvQd by tlie meeting: 
■ '^WbO are the Bolsheviki?" At flrKt 
glance such a question may seem to 
be childishly simple. We have grown 
so accustomed to the reading of news» 
paper and magazine articlea In which 
tbey ^nd their actions are discussed 
that we frequently take for granted 
that "we know much or all about them 
That they have a political parentage, 
a direct doctrinal lineage, bas not al- 
ways been seriously considered by the 
average reader. It wlll. be our pur- 
pose, therefore, to analyse In these 
pages the rise of the Russian révolu- 
ttonary jmovement and' thus reach 
aome^UPprogiinately accurate answer 
to our.;.que8tlon. 

Aa part of the ground that must be 
cleared let us understand what the 
word Bolsheviki means. It was at 
the conference of Russian Social De- 
mocrats which is said to have met in 
London, 'Eng., in 1903 that the Bol-> 
Bbevlki group was first formed. Its 
formation was the result of a schism 
in the Social Democrat party. ' Tbe 
author of the scission waa 'Vladimir 
Hitch Onllanofr, now generally known 
by bis rerolutionary pseudonym* "S, 
Lenine." Bia breach ^wlth the right 
wtng- of; the. party had bien longera 
pared, for almost from the beginning 

0 fhis revolutionary career he had 
carried on a i.veiy', active agitation 
against, these jd^wjr^Bers who 
hoped to renllse t^P^Wfltlo heaven 
on.isarth In.gndloiia-BtafM by co-ope- 
ration ...with .the more advanced types 
of Liberalism. At the conference 
most of the party leaders came over 
to Jils side, and for this reaabn tbOy 
call tbem^sivet "BoIeheMki'^ 'or'"Mà- 
Jorityltes." (The RossIan wprd tor 
"majority" is "boisbinstvo," and la 
derived from "bolshe" wbleh meoan 
"more.") The smaller and more mo- 
derate section similarly went by the 
name of "Mensberikl," or "Minority- 
Itea." Throughout . this paper, bow- 
ever, we shall frequently use the 
term "Maximalists,"' yot because thoy 
are to be in every sense identified 
with the ' Bolibevikl, but merely for 
praoUaa|nunKwes; 

To^JiBir a litUe, even the least, 
about Bolsheviki methods is to know 
that the Bolsheviki are of the ex- 
treme type of Socialist. That term 
"Socialist" so familiar to modem 
minds, at once sets ouf- minds think- 
ing of Kari Marx, the greatest name* 
on the roll of 'Socialism. For over 
half a century bis theories have been 
the intellectual backbone of the move- 
ment, and whatever modifications aiid 
more ^or ^ess Ingenuous re-interpre- 
tfit(ôn^„,thçy.,have undergone In these 
later days. It is still his personality 
which dominates the' minds of millions 
of his fellow men. 

< Tbe service of Marx to his cause, 
bis followers claim, was to make so- 
jclalism aclcntldc IneviUble, prole- 
Urism, aggressive, international.' He 
made it scientific by an aniaysis 
which laid bare .all history aa the re- 
cord of tbe war of class.agalnut class, 
and traced ciaplUIlst exploitation to 
its source in surplus value. Ho made 
It apcar ihevitablc, no lunger a mere' 
p^rAoqal..: fantasy, a dr«amed UtopU 
to strive for: or to build by plan atui 
speolflcatlop, but the certain ne.xt 
step in social progress, the outoome of 
forces imminent In the existing in- 
dustrial order. He made it prole- 
tairian, 'uniting the Socialist Ideals of 
the mlddle-claas dreamer of tbe pVe- 
vlous generation and the practlccl 
lasplrations of the working classes, 
l^sevIy XecUBg. their grievances and 
( their power.

The' faiher of seientlflo Socialism. 
Kai-I Marx, hater the Ruaaian noble- 
man and tfrrorint, Bakunin. for bis 
dream of using Russian serfs to kindlo 
a world oonnagrutloa and eataagle, the 
prooeat for the «al» of an uataiowa 
future. This colllsloa between the 
parent of Germnn sclontlfic Socialism 
and Impetuous Russian Aimxchlsm has 
a deep eymbolleal.Blgalficanoe. It was 
the first sbOiKk of calm, methodical. 
sclenll-Ic, finh and eonsequeallal Ger- 
man Socialism, against tbe impatient, 
uns»temaUe, disorderly and violent 
Russian Anarchism. We must not for. 
get that the fathers and apostles 6* 
UnK-ersal Anarchism were noble, 
clever Russian Mlstscra,ts, eometimes 
e>*en men of tenitù. "The terrorist - 
Bakunln; the Christian, passive An- 
axcblst, anU-milltarist and internation- 
alist — Count 1.00 Tolstoy; and the 
vatrtotio ~ syndicalist and aolenUf is 
idealist — Prince Peter XrapotMn. 

Russian re%-olutienary ideas, how- 
e\«r, in the period between 1I>0-1*17 
revolved chiefly in the spbere'ef Marx, 
ism, and were almoet entirely Influ- 
enced hv German £|eclaB«tle literature, 
But that influence did Aot long endure 
adter the overthrew of .absôiuthim in 
Russia. From the very bciglnning un- 
conscious Riisslaa Maxlmalism listoncd 
Impatiently to the warning voicee of 
the olOar-sigbtcd Russian ManUsts, 
vis., the patriotic," world'fàmed Pie- 
hànor, and the idealistic member of 
tbe eecond State Duma, Tserotelll, who 
had <lon« ten yeare' penal servKude for 
Ms etaiinch adherence to SoclaXam. 
The Russian Socialists eould not re- 
oonotle themselves to the soienllfle eir; 
onnkispwtioa of Karl Marx or his 
Oermsn, Slavonic and Jewish com - 
mentotors and critlos— Bngels, Kautskl, 
Bernstein audi Plehaoov. Had Marx 
been ali>*e now he edrtalnlr would have 
ridiculed Xisiilne as'ahaivly aa he had 
ridiculed the Frenoh Communists. In 
a country where only abcsit S per eant. 
ot tlM popula^on belonat to the work- 
ing cjass or proletariat proper, and tho 
other 96 per cent are mostly peasants,, 
nearly all latMl-owners, it ds absurd 
to talk of Soeiallstto reroliitton. 
Russian Maximalists, styling them- 
selves Soolaiisla, desire to transform 
.the Russian Revolution into an experi- 
ment of a universal soolal revolution in 
aaarobiatio etjle. Tbey consider it 
scarcely worth white to repeat the 
years ITtg or eviM> 17Nt ° t^ey -wish to 
aôtound the w^orid elià'to 'kindile' unt 
versai oonflagratilon with the help of 
an almost Illiterate people, Just as 
O^akuBtn threatened to iaoHe the 
Russian ssrfs tb' S«t' ''pM,,an4.$ottie>;Iit« 
Ehirope aligbt" KsronMd,! who 4>iraîided 
the Russian MMlmalist soldiers with 
'the name oC ''risVoited elaves," la re«k- 
oned now as a çounter-rervoluUonls.t. 
'What matter, aceOrdingr .to Leoin, the 
sufferings of a SeÀla, a ISelglum and 
a Rirai&nla as .con)pared .to.. thfi great 
pbssibtilty of kindling a w«>rid's ooo 
flagration in the name of the universal 
proletariat, including Serbiaas, Bel 
glans, and Runuuiiam^- Who oarea for 
Wilhelm's apcciebto. about "Atmigbt)* 
God," for tbe sitting .of a Lusitanla, 
for poison gas and' for the petty details 
of the Great War, when the advent of 
the gréait social revohitlon* Is at hand? 
All those trifles, aeconMnc '.to Lenln, 
Wilt be swept away with "the deéaying 
bourgeoisie and flung Into the abyss. 
The Russian MaxtmaHlst's Intaginatien 
bicornes more and more ' inlflamed by 
the v4*lon of this coming conftagra/t'on. 
Marx's theories trànsfonn themselves 
more and more Into mttt phraseology, 
and Ùie Russian Soolatlats are now 
confronted with but two alternaAIves;, 
they must either kindle a universal 
révolution, which, ifill epHpse Belgium's 
devastaiUon, or repeaf . the insane 
Utopia .'f tiie Frenoii"' enthusiasts of 
i.nd the Paris Commune of ISTI. 

Such is the phychologièal baals o.f 
the evenis Which led 'to the Bolshevik 
coup d'etsit. " It Is for the future im- 
partial tiletorlan to decide how Atr the 
Bolshevik adveriture, was influenced by 
Oerman intrigue and Getinan gold, hut 
it Is already clear that. German influ- 
ence played a subordlnato pout In 
Russia's dangett)Us.and acute disease. 
Let Lenin and those of ills comrades 
who crossed GermMy. ih Gertnari .cars, 
during ithe woridV wàr aigaiinst Gorm-*n 
.militarism, bé inspired ' <by German 
literaturo; let them epeàlc'Clerinan ih- 
finitely tiettor than French 'or~iBngl'li>i«, 
and have' a wfdéif kHowledge at German 
literature. All that Is merely super- 
fiola]; for It is obrious fhat the RUs- 
sian Maximalists have much more in 
common with the ïJngïWt' "levelterif', of 
■*he • seri*nteeir|jji,y ,f éitjny ..'^^M I'the 
French Cépunonista' and 'Italian. An - 
aJfOhlsts Of thé nlneietoth csnturvi than 
with the -staid. weii-^lan6ed German 
So^làlisls, workihc a .7jdi.o*)0ttlait^ 
gap, Bioyiy but éuriiy. It l«' Irbar^t 
RUsslaà Maximalists, opening négoti-i. 
tions with the Germans, and ireieoming 
GenAan counts i^Ai BarOnè ait Smolny 
Iiistitute,. differ in OAs very important 
item frran 'the French. Comiiàuniata of 
lin -A their iAM^^toitj^ ijUte .war. 
Thé Communietir-«luM^^^ 
a oirtrance" against titose with whom 
thé R'lSsian Maximalists fiati>miçed 
atoo^: th« iBsetcrn froiit. Thijit oontrut. 
so Unfavofable to the I^useiaaK. may be 
explained by the absence of polltloil 
education amotifir tho Russian peopie, 
who have only Jnnt thrown off the fet- 
tens of poHtlcal aluvery. The very term 
"patrldtlsm" had become unpopular :n 
Radical Russian circles bocouse the cid 
regime used it . to. Justify, religious 
persecution and poUtlCfll ceinstralnt. It 
also due to the Inflienee of 'the ncw 
ûoctrlnc o? IntemallomVism, the apostle 
of tyhlet ât the presest lime Is a wi- 



niarkabi*, btfhlv honorable RuMiiii 
pobleman — George Ciccr In — woo 
was Interned In Brixten jail for his 
fanaMcal pacifist propaganda. Lilkv 
Leo Tolstoy, Cicerinhopes to tear - i. 
the tuslcs and clawc of militariani l>y 
peaceful propaganda .-ijalnst conscrip- 
tion, and, like the German RoclalJata. 
be desit^ to strangle the "hydra'* ot 
imperialism by passive class-etrtfe. The 
carrer of this rtoh Russlan'arlstocrat 
ojiu pacifist offers a peculiar Interest 
for th>i future btetorian of tho Russian 
Revolution. 

The moral standard of the Riiâ'^'.nn 
Bolsheviks, totaliy alien to scientific 
German Socialism, unfortunately t.': 
deeply rooted In Ituislan contemporary 
ph>-sholoEy. The BoUhevlke, la an- 
ticipation of a universal social conf'..i- 
graition, stretch out their band to the 
Gemuw Trots tariat in a very atrange 
way. .They welcomed German generals, 
German admirals, ministers^ Herr 
Uftron, Herr Graf, Hcrr Oehelmrat. 
Herr Hofrat, and, last but not least. 
German spies, wearing . Russ'an uni- 
forms! Shame and disgrace! In spite 
of thait. Russian Botshevike have little 
in common with tho Germand, fo:-, 
while all Germans are very prudent, 
Russian Bolsheviks legalise . anarch:', 
hictte anarchistic class-hatred, Inateid 
df olaas-content in th'e economic sphere. 
These remagoguoi, «hoiigh aoting under 
thé banner ot Gernuuk Socialism, are 
nearer akin to the Universal AnarrhUis 
—"lea sans patrie." The Bolsheviks 
are but the froth upon the fermenting 
new wine .of the Russian Revolution, 
and the great tragedy of the present 
day lies' In the fact of, this ferment 
having broken out in the midst of the 
Great War and thus disappointing tiie 
trust of the Allies. 

"Bolshevism, ss tho leaders of the 
Soviet preach and practice It, Is not n 
new doctrine. In its emotional appeal 
it is as old as slavery. In its specula- 
tions and projecta as otdVa industriat- 
ism. Nor is It the first time that it 
has seised power and essayed the tack 
of government. Paris has seen and 
remember ot all but somethins of what 
Petrograd now endures. The preach - 
It/ks of Lenine and Trotsky are but a 
crude and contorted version of ideas 
whiOh'haVe been discussed, in part 
adopted and in part discarded, by stu- 
dents and statesmen in happier coun- 
tries than Russia during tho last three 
generations. Closely examined what 
they have to set before us is not a sys- 
tem of life and government, welt com-, 
pacted, logical and consistent, as the 
metallic anid uncompromising ring of 
their ianguage might seem to imply, 
but a patohworit composition' in which 
victims of all the oppressions of which 
the' modéro' worid is full can find food 
for their^wn .particular dream of II- 
beratlo or revbnge, for their elemental 
anger, their unthinking and childlike 
fanaticism. Democracy and militarism 
socialism and syndicalism, pacificism 
and the' class-war, nationalism and in- 
ternationalism—these are disconnected 
adn disOofdant IdeaMl yet all are equ- 
ally proclaimed or implied In the Bol- 
shsvlki programme, àovemment by 
the whole people, owning and control- 
ling the mfohlnery ot production; go- 
vernment by a section of the , people 
organised in councils compotêd of pri- 
vileged groupe of 'workers: peace with 
the foreign enemy. Since the power of 
propaganda Is greater than the power 
of thes word; war against' the domes- 
tto exploiter,; stooe enlr 'through elvll 
war can the woirMng class borne Into 
Its own: "eelf-detormlaatlon." the 
right ot secesslen and Independent 
sovereignty' for, every national group, 
whatever .the charaoter of , Its policy 
and allegiance; thé knitting together 
of the peoples into a single society con- 
trolled by. an intomatlonal council 
Hero is 0 fing.te ordered doctrine, like 
Prussiahl8m,- no elekn-obt programme 
for the futore- of humanity, but a siirill 
reiterated clamor of Irrational contra* 
dlctien." ' 
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The following article dealing wilth 
Toronto's attitude towards our coach 
has been dipped from the London Ad- 
vertiser and Is well worth reprinting 
In the "Dally," as , the. criticism at- 
tached pretty well sums up our feel- 
ings in the matter. It appeared on 
November 18, aiid yns printed under 
the heading, "Shag still being pursued 
by ohorua of Toronto yelps."
